The James W. Sewall Co., Old 


Town, has submitted a capital im. . 


provement program for the tows 
of Bethel as one of Its series of 
interim reports presented to the 
Bethel Planning Board. The re- 
Ports are prepared ae part of a 
program for the development of 
& Comprehensive town plan, and 
are subject to revision. 

The Improvements have been 
assigned priority in the program 
and are spread over 4 29-year 
portod. 

in the five years, 1967-71, the 
yeport lists the following pro- 
poset improvements: 

Sewerage — Construct about 
21,000 ft. of sanitary sewer lines, 
4,500 ft. of force mains, 5,000 ft 
of storm drainage separation 
mains, two pumping stations, and 
sewage treatment facilities, at an 
estimated cost of $581,000. This 
includes Federal and State Grants 
of $240,000 and the issuance of 
FYevenue bonds in the amount of 
£341,000. 

Construct during the same peri- 
od an addition to the Town Ga- 
rage.at un estimated cost of $2,000 
to b¢ financed by current reven~ 
Ue | 

By the use of Town Road Im- 
provpment Funds te continue io 
improve the Grover Hill Road at 
the rate of one-half to three quar- 
tera bf a mile per year, The Seve 
all Co, atso would recommend the 
use of State Ald Funds to con. 
tinue improvemnt of Route 35 
Middig Intervale and East Beth- 
cl roads, 

During the years also the Al- 
der River bridge on Route 26 
chould be reconstructed using 
Staté Funds.

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RUNNING POSITION 


By Ace Marley 
Director, Big Bromley Ski School 


Perhaps the best exercise for the beginner to 
develsp good balance and coordination is the 
straight downhill running position. 


Before starting this maneuver, the skier should. 
pick out a very gentle slope with a long run-out 
at the bottom having no obstructions. This is 
especially important since this is probably the 
skier’s first downhill running or free motion 
skiing, 


At the start, the skis are flat on the snow and 
close together (about four inches apart). The 
knices and ankles are flexed forward, the weight 
equally distributed on both skis, and the body 
perpendicular to the slope. 


This form and motion should be practiced 
many times before any further progress is at- 
tempted. The balance and coordination achieved 
at this point will be of significance later.
